LAST WORDS 



Prof. Brander Matthews, head of 
the Board of Education of New York, 
which has been formed* to introduce 
changes in spelling, expressed himself a 
few days ago to his classes in Columbia 
as pleased with the w^y the announce- 
ment had been received. Ke said he 
had expected that the board would be 
met by a storm of criticism and dissent. 

Professor Matthews said it was an 
atrocious inconsistency that the most 
practical people in the world should 
have the worst spelling. “We may not 
bo a great deal,” he added, “but at any 
rate, we will have the dictionaries on 
our side, and will be able to change 
them. ” 

Dr. Ch.arles P. G. Scott, temporary 
secretary of the Simplified Spelling 
Board, believes that the way to regu- 
late “speling” — for that is the word he 
uses — is by a campaign of education 
rather than forcing changes on the pub- 
lic. ‘ Some agency has been needed 
to check the continuing error in our 
spelling,” he said. “We hope that our 
board will prove to be this agency. 
We should place spelling on the same 
plan with everything else. We alter 
our houses, our clothes, and we even 
change our religion that we should go 
on year after year wdth the old puzzling 
I forms. 

I “We want to take the English lan- 
guage and regulate and simplify it and 
remove the anonmiles. We think it 
wrong to be teaching the perv-erse spell- 
ing that addles the brain of the chil- 
dren. We expect in time to spell ‘defi- 
I nite' w’ithout the e. ‘Philosophy’ with 
two f ’s and in general do away wdth the 
ph s and gh’s that worry the children.”

THREE WOUNDED 



SHOOTTNG AFFRAY AT DEPOT 



In a general mix-up of whites and 
blacks, at the comer of Eighth and 
High streets a little after midnight 
Saturday, in which a pistol duel en- 
sued, two white men and one engro 
were wounded. The fact that no one 
was killed borders on the marvelous, 
for as near as can be estimated twenty- 
five shots were fired at close range. 

A number of business men who close 
their establishments at about 11 :30 
o’clock, had gone to the above comer 
to take an interurban car for their 
homes. As the midnight hour drew 
near, Golden Bros., who conduct a 
saloon near by, cleared their place of 
business in order to close promptly at 
12 o’clock. A number of negroes who 
reside in or near Leixngton, came out 
of the saloon, most of whom had been 
drinking heavily. Immediately there 
was a clash with the whites, some of 
whom were also drunk. One of the 
negroes took offense at something said 
and felled a white man heavily to the 
ground. Immediately knives and 
pistols were drawn and the fussilade 
began, the crowd scattering in every 
direction. Officer Ben Bishop heard 
the shots and rushed to the scene. The 
interurban car also pulled up on its way 
to Lexington, many of the participants 
boarding the car and making their 
escape. 

Officer Bishop succeeded in placing 
Charles Watson, a negro, under arrest 
and landed him in jail. 

Later on, it, is said, that a man was 
knocked in the head with a slung shot 
in the alley on Eighth street in the rear 
of the Main street business houses, and 
tliat a general fight in‘,‘ Sandy Bottom” 
took place, in which several shots were 
fired. 

Alt'mugh the lawless and disreputa- 
ble hoodlums tried to take the town, 
and would, had it not been for several 
cool and nervy business men taking the 
matter in thei:* hands. 

The two • policemen that patrol the 
city at night can not always be pres- 
ent when these difficulties come up, 
and as a general thing, those who 
precipitate trouble await the opportu- 
nity when the officer is in some other 
locality. 

Yesterday Pete Faulconer and John 
Carter, both negi*oes, were arrested in 
Lexington, as two of the participants, 
Faulconer was brought here and placed 
jn jail. Carter was badly wounded in 
the foot, several shattered bones hav- 
ing to be taken out, it being impossible 
to move him.

In the production of solid emery 
wheels the best cement that can be 
employed is one that binds the eiiieiy 
together with that degree of strength 
which will resist the centrifugal strain 
duo to the high speed at which emery 
wheels cut best— about 5.000 feet speed 
per minute. It must not softeu by 
frictional heat or glaze or burst or be- 
come brittle and break with cold, nor 
must it hold the cutting grains until 
they are too dull to cut uor release 
them so readily as to waste away the 
wheel too fast. It must be capable of 
being thoroughly mixed evenly with 
the grain enierj’, so that the wheel may 
uot have either hard or soft spots and 
be out of balance, and must also be 
capable of being tempered to suit dif- 
ferent kinds of metal or work. Great 
care and skill are reiiuired iu the mat- 
ter of selecting only pure and strong 
chemicals for these cements.- Gassier s 
Magazine.

Former Senator William C. Lindsay, 
of Kentucky, recognized as one of the 
legal giants of America, is in Washing- 
ton briefing, with the assistance of 
President C. C. McCord, of the Ken- 
tucky Railroad Commission, the rate 
case. Senator Lindsay said, in discuss- 
ing politics and the American people : 

“It seems to me that modern politics 
and sensationalism stand for pretty 
nearly’the same things. A big clamour 
is started, reformers fill the air with 
denunciations of evils, and the people 
go wild over the prospect of legislation 
that will abolish all ills and bring h%p- 
piness. We have seen this program en- 
acted at intervals, and the millenium is 
in the dim and misty future. Curiosity 
enough, as soon as the objects sought 
for are attained the public seems no 
longer to care for that particular bless- 
ing, but straightway turns its attention 
to some new panacea. 

“The defeat of the octopus in the 
Northern Securities case was heralded 
as one of the greatest victories ever 
won in behalf of the people— a triumph 
far-reaching and permanent. Today it 
is a rare thing to hear the slightest al- 
lusion made on that decision. Who is 
there that can say that the upholding 
of the Govenment’s contention in that 
suit has brought benefits to a single 
human being ; that, by reason thereof, 
any shipper in America ever got a 
cent’s reduction of freight charges? 

“This country is all right and doesn’t 
seem to be in need of remedial treat- 
ment through legislative enactment. 
The people in the long run are conser- 
vative, however much they may follow 
after fads and freaks and iridescent 
dreams. Eventually they will get back 
into the safe channels, discarding the 
issues that promise so much, but pan 
out so poorly.’’
